THE FOREST FIRES 


Officials of the forestry branch at Ot- 
tawa say that ‘every practicable means 
has been brought to bear to check the 
fires which are cutting swathes through 
Canada’s timber reserves from the Mari- 
times to British Columbia, but that the 
fires are still raging and spreading, and 
that only general and heavy rains can put 
a stop to the destruction, 

One effect of this dry season should be 
increased public interest in a more exten- 
sive policy of forest protection and repro- 
duction. We are probably burning up 
more timber this year than we are cut- 
ting. With the value rising year by year 
it is becoming more and more a matter of 
common business sense to stop the waste 
and to replace the wastage.

Now firmly press 
the head forward with the hanc 
while you resist the movement with 
the neck muscles When the chin | 
has reached the chest, gseverse the | 
movement, raising the head and 
pushing it back between the shouwl- 
ders against stiff resistance from the | 
hand Repeat slowly. “The second 
week after you begin the exercise 
place the clasped bands behind the | 
head to push it backward or for 
ward against resistance. The usual | 
neck-bending and head-turning exer- | 
cises should also be included in your | 
exercise program 

After the exercise, apply cold 
cream to your palms and massage 
the fat at the back of the neck with 
a deep kneading movement for nev | 
eral minutes. Wipe off the cream |
